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PREFACE 
Most    of   this   early  history  was   collected   by  Cora  Lee  Herbert 
Williams.      After  her  death   the   history  seemed    to    by   lost.      After 
my  move    to    California,    through  Aunt    Onna  Hammond,    I   located   Cora's 
daughter,    Lena  Pearl  Hamilton    in  Jeanette ,    Pennsylvania.      Lena 
located   Cora's   papers    in  her  garage. 

During   World   War   II,    Cora's   granddaughter,    Eleanor  Hamilton 
Lessig,    typed    the   history  and   sent    it    to   me.      I  have   worked,    off 
and    on,    during    the    last    sixteen   or   seventeen   years.      It    had    to    be 
retyped   and    there   were   many    things    to   add. 

I  don't   know  where   Cora   located   much   of   the   early  history 
she   col lected ,    but    I  have   collected    it   directly  from   the   people 
themsel ves . 

The  Daughter ' s    of   the  American  Eevoluti on   history    is   correct 
and   proven,    and    it    has    been   accepted   by   the  Daughter ' s    of   the 
American  Eevoluti  on. 

The   name   Cross    was   given    to   a   person   who    lived   near  a 
cross    road. 

My  sister  June   and   I   visited    the   Columbiana   County  Court 
House    in    the   summer   of   1955.      We  found   a    record    of   the    estate 
of  David   Cross.      It    was    in   a    tin   box  down    in    the   cellar   of   the 
court    house.      We   were   surprised    to  find   any   record,    as  David 
Cross  died    in   1801    and   Ohio   did   not    become   a   state   until    1803. 
The    record   we  found   was    recorded    in   1813.      He   died    intestate . 
He   signed   his    own   name   and    it    was   written   Crofs.      They   tell    us 
that    a  double    "s"   was   written    "fs"    in    those  days. 

Our  father  used    to   say,     "Cross    by  name,    but   not    by  nature." 
At    our  family   reunions ,    Uncle   Will    Whan  always   said,    "Blood    is 
thicker   than   water. " 


The    relationship   between    the   Cross  family  and    the  Hunter 
family    is    that  David  Finley   Cross   and  Lucinda   Cross  Hunter   were 
brother  and   sister. 

We   are   sorry   that    we   were   not    able    to    obtain  more   photo- 
graphs.     This    is   a   warning    to    our  generation,    please   get   a 
picture  for   your   children  and  posterity. 

There   are   probably  some   mistakes    in    this  family   history , 
and   we   ash   your  kind    indulgence . 

Thanks    to    the   many  people   who   have   helped   with   our  family 
history.

Later   selling   same    to  Joe  Hayden.      Abram  Powers,    five   sons,    and 
John  L eland    (who   had   married   a  Powers --whether  sister   of  daughter 
of  Abram'  ?) ,    and    their  families    embarked   on   a  flat    boat    on    the 
Monongahi la   River  near  Red   Stone,     intending    to   migrate    to  Kentucky. 
They  went   as  far  down    the   Ohio   as    the   mouth   of   the  Beaver   River 
where    they  spent    the   winter   of  1793-94    on  an    island    in   small    cabins.

DAVID   CROSS 

David   Cross   was   born    in   County  Antrim,   Belfast,    Ireland 
in   1745,    an  Ulsterite   of  Presbyterian  faith,    and   a   weaver   by   trade. 

He   married  Margaret  Moore    in   1759   or   1760.      She   was    born    in 
Aberdeen,    Scotland,    daughter   of  a    tea   merchant .      She   was   a   Catholic 
and  married  David   Cross   who   was  Presbyterian,    an  Orangeman.      They 
came    to  America  for   rel  igious  freedom   because   her   own  family  dis- 
owned  her.      They   landed    in   the   state   of  Delaware    in  1767. 

Ancestors   are   Scotch-Irish  descent . 

David  Cross  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  which  entitles 
members  of  the  family  to  belong  to  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  Children  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

There   are   many  doctors,    teachers ,    farmers,    ministers ,    and 
lawyers    in   the  family.      Also    there   are   several    sets   of   twins    in 
the   Cross  family. 

Margaret  Moore's  family   removed    to   Ireland   and   one   brother 
of  Margaret  ' s   lived   near  Dublin    (County  Meath)    where   his   son 
Thomas  Moore,    the  famous   Irish  poet    was    born.      Thomas  Moore 
is    to   be    remembered  for  The  Last   Rose   of  Summer,   Believe  Me   If 
All    Those   Endearing   Young   Charms,    and   many   other. 

David  and  Margaret  Moore   Cross    emigrated    to  America    in 
1767.      At    that    time    they  had    three   chi ldren--Thomas ,    born    in 
1761,   David  Jr.,    and   an    infant    who   died   aboard   ship.      However, 
the   ship  was   so    close    to    land    that    they  were   able    to    bury   the 
child   upon    the   new  land. 

They   settled  first    in  New  Castle,   Delaware ,    close    to    the 
Pennsylvania   line,    and   lived    there   until    after   the   Revolutionary 
War. 

David   Cross    enlisted    in   Col.   John  Hazllett' s   Reg  iment , 
Darby's    Company,    Delaware   Reg  iment ,   February  13,    1776.      He 
served    in    the   battles    of  Lewistonw,   Long   Island,    White  Plains, 
Trenton,    Princeton,    Brandywine    (Chad's  Ford),    and   spent    the 
winter  with  Ceorge   Washington  at    Valley  Forge. 

Their   home    in  Delaware   was   so    close    to    the   battle    of 
Brandywine    that  Margaret ,    who   had   been   left    in  a   garrison   with 
her   children  for  protection,    tooh   her   young    children  and   climbed 
to   a   nearby  hill    top  and   witnessed   much   of   the    battle. 

Margaret    had   a    brother  James,    who   was    in    the  British  Army. 
He   deserted   and   hid   with  his   sister    in    their   home,    and   after 
the   battle   helped    bury  some   of   the  dead,    but    later  was   missing 
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and   never  found.      It    is   general ly   believed   that   he   was   captured 
by   the  British  and  put    to  death  as   a   deserter o 

David   Cross    had   also    been    in   the  British  Army,    possi- 
bly   in   Ireland,    and   had   a   crown   tatooed   on  his   arm. 

Sometime   after   the   close    of   the    Revolutionary   War, 
the   Cross  family   removed    to    what    is   now  Washington   County, 
Pennsylvania,    where    they  lived  until    after   the  death   of  his   wife 
Margaret,      David   moved    to   a  farm    in  Elkrun  Township   near  Lisbon, 
Columbiana   County,    Ohio,    where  David   died    in   1801,    and    is    buried 
near  Lisbon, 

Besides   the   two   sons   who   came   with   them   to  America, 
and    the   one    infant    who  died   on   board   ship,    there    is   a    record   of 
seven   children   born   to    the   couple   here    in  America;    three   sons 
and  four  daughters.

his   great-grandfather    (who   would    be  David   Cross)   and   one   of 
his   brothers    (do   not   know  brother ' s   name),    both   of   them   being 
under   the    immediate   command   of  General    Washington,    GGF,    re- 
ceived a   land  grant,    placed   his  family   on  a    raft   and  floated 
down    the   Ohio   River.      One    of  his   children  dying    on   the    trip, 
the   little   party   landed   at    Vanport ,    Pennsylvania    to    bury    the 
child   and  decided   to   locate    there.      They   took   up  400  acres   of 
land    in    that    vicinity.
